Along with the rest of the Phila- 
delphia area, the Main Line will have 
its price of milk raised one cent a 
quart beginning October 6. 

Advance notice was given Tuesday 
when a hearing was held in the 
mayor's office, Philadelphia, attended 
by 300 dairy farmers, distributors, in- 
stitutions and housewives. Favored 
by a majority of the State Milk Con- 
trol Board, the increase will not ef- 
fect prices to hospitals or charitable 
institutions. 

Asked to confirm whether the price 
would affect prices locally, Dr. 
George W. Grim, milk control officer 
for this district, said: "Yes, but we 
(his office) have nothing to do with 
the economics in the case. Our job is 
to see that the milk supply meets 
health requirements." 

Howard Eisaman, chairman of the 
Milk Control Board, said farmers 
now receiving $2.50 a hundred pounds 
for their milk will get from $2.94 to 
$2.98. According to A. H. Lauter- 
bach, of Narberth, general manager 
of the Interstate Milk Producers' As- 
sociation, figures compiled by Penn- 
sylvania State College show that it 
costs the farmer $2.95 a hundred 
pounds to produce milk. 

The new price will still be from 
one to three cents a quart lower than 
in surrounding areas, it was said.

Fortunate Montgomery 

Regardless of the outcome of the 
Presidential election, it is apparent 
that the Republicans will greatly in- 
crease their representation in the 
House of Representatives. Actual 
control is unlikely unless the swing 
to the Republicans now under way 
develops in the next five weeks to 
landslide proportions. 

Whether there is a shift in con- 
trol or not, the opposition to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in Congress, provid- 
ing he is re-elected, is certain to be 
more aggressive and better organized 
than was the case with the handful 
of Republicans who were members 
of the lower branch during the last 
four years. 

The party will oppose the New Deal 
policies as an active minority, if they 
fall short of becoming an actual ma- 
jority in the next Congress. 

The weakness of their position in 
the House is bound to be the fact 
that a large number of the new 
members, inexperienced in legislative 
work, will be detached and discursive 
in their efforts— short on organiza- 
tion. 

These members will have to be 
whipped into an operating unit, if 
real accomplishment is to be made, 
either as majority or a minority. 

In a situation of this sort, Mont 
gomery County enjoys an ideal posi- 
tion. The re-election of Mr. Ditter is 
conceded. He will sit in the next 
Congress as a member of proven abil- 
ity. He is thoroughly grounded by 
experience. He has been in the 
House throughout Mr. Roosevelt's 
tenure of the Presidency. 

He has seen the New Deal develop 
from its birth, and is among that in- 
considerable minority in the current 
Congress, the members of which arc 
bound to wield a tremendous influ- 
ence in the sessions which begin next 
January.

joining hope with the forecasters, you 
are assured a prosperous business 
cycle of perhaps six years or more. . . 
You are Philadelphia's best custom- 
ers, best patrons of opera, the thea- 
tre, charitable institutions, and, in 
general, the entire field of art and 
education. 

Your children are given the best 
educational facilities in Lower Mer- 
ion's public as well as private schools, 
that can be had in any community 
anywhere. You pay well but usually 
without demur, for the comforts and 
luxuries of an ultra-urban suburban 
community — such as school sports, 
school bus transportation (whereas 
your parents had to walk), good wa- 
ter, good electric, gas and telephone 
service, and, despite certain defects 
which we may go into another time, 
above-average service from township 
police, health and other authorities. 
Your -roads are well paved, your li- 
braries well staffed and stocked . . . 
but you know all this. 

Your home life is nearly ideal. The 
wife has household help and labor- 
saving devices that lift her far above 
the average in freedom to do other 
things than old-fashioned back-brcak- 
inging dawn-to-dusk household chores. 
She keeps happily occupied, thanks to 
bridge club and woman's club, nearby 
friends, theatre, etc., and music and 
magazines and books. She takes an 
increasing interest in the community, 
and in politics. 

The husband is able to devote con 
siderable time to sports, hobbies, the 
home and his wife and children. Yes, 
he has more leisure than the average 
man, and better mental equipment to 
make use of that time. Unfortu- 
nately, in Bala-Cynwyd in recent 
years, he has not devoted much time 
to the Neighborhood Club. Also un- 
fortunately, in my humble estimation, 
he is as a class too smug and satis- 
lied with conditions economic and po- 
litical, to devote much thought and 
effort to improving them. Why 
should he? — He doesn't even bother, 
most of the time, to improve his own 
mental equipment. However, there is 
a large minority of these "hims" who 
do keep mentally fit; one way of spot 
ting them is by the type of maga- 
zines they get. (Note those red-cov- 
ered copies of Time at the postoffice 
early Friday.) 

Both man and wife, here in this 
community of ours, have better in- 
sight into the psychology of their 
mate and children, than the average. 
With no exact knowledge of the per- 
centage of Main Line divorces, I 
nevertheless, feel safe in observing 
that it is far less than America's 
average, which is one to every six 
marriages. 

As for the children, that's a sub- 
ject in itself, which I'll postpone. 
Next week I expect to point out a 
fairly obvious but to me interesting 
and significant contrast — between you, 
the Main Line's dominant class, and 
those who live here to serve you, or 
who just live here, on a less favored 
scale of living. This contrast, as I 
shall point out, is one reason for 
our police problem and our youth 
problem.

Commutation tickets may 
be bought in books of 50 for $3.75 or 
30 for $2.50, bringing the single fares 
respectively to 7.5 cents and 8.3 cents. 
There is also a strip of eleven tickets 
tickets sold for $1.00 — or 9.1 cents a 
ticket. 

The 7.5 cents ticket book is good 
for 60 days from purchase. The 
kiddies' tickets, the 30-ticket books 
and 11-tieket strips may be purchased 
from bus operators and all classes of 
tickets may be purchased at the fol- 
lowing locations:
